Report of Board of Education. 


Report of Board of Hducation of the School District of 
Canterbury, and including a report of “The Keezer Semi- 
nary. 


We have the honor to submit the following report to the School 
District of Canterbury concerning the work of said beard aad such 
recommendations as in our judgment are wise for adoption in the 
interests of education and this School District. 

We have maintained schools for thirty weeks the minimum 
number recommended by the State Supt. of Public Instruction and 
the maximum number permitted by our resources, 

We have endeavored to so finance the District money as to be 
for the best iuterests of Education and the District, at the same 
time practicing economy where it was possible without transgress- 
ing greater interests. 

We have been fortunate in securing the services of able and 
faithful teachers and their work has been excellent and parents, 
teachers and scholars have seemed to work together with greater 
interest than for some time. 7 

_ Through failure on the part of the Honorable Board of Select- 

men to assess two hundred dollars as voted at District meeting 
tor repairs; there have been no repairs other than those immedi- 
ately necessary tor the health and comfort of the scholars. We 
recommend Art. eight of the school warrant and trust the District 
will see fit to raise and appropriate two hundred dollars tor re- 
pairs, repairs to include interior aud exterior painting and var- 
nishing where needed and such other repairs as shall tend to keep 
the District property in a good state of preservation. 

Transportation of scholars has been resorted to where it was 
deemed advisable and the scholars in the [ntervale District have 
been conveyed to the Graded School at Boscawen, where a com- 
petent teacher was in charge uuder the supervision of an excellent 
local board. - Tuition and conveyance in this case was less than 
half of what we could have possibly maintained a school for in 
that District. In Mr Cass we have foun. an able truant oificer, 
and have been obliged to call ou him in several habitual truency 
cases. We recommend article eleven of the school warrant for 
your consideration and believe that its adoption will have a teu- 
dency to lessen the number of traaucy cases in this district. 
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During the Spring term Mr Depuy, formerly of Newton, Mass 
asked for permission to have at his own expense, a private tutor 
for his children, this request was granted and he secured the 
services of a competent teacher, formerly a teacher in our district 
schools; later in the year Mr Davis of Canterbury requested that 
he be permitted to have at his own expense a private tutor for 
his children, this request was also granted and he secured the 
services of a teacher that was satisfactory to this board, this 
teacher also, until recently, in the employ of this Board. 

This Board of Education herewith respectfully request that 
hereafter all complaints arising in school matters shall be made 
to this Board in writing that they may more thoroughly investi- 
gate and adjust such troubles under this method than in any other 
way, this board is willing to meet any complainant for the adjust- 
ment of complaints concerning school work at any reasonable 
time with a short notice, but said Board hardly feel they can be 
expected to adjust neighborly differences. 

The Board was called together at the Hill’s Corner school 
last fall, there we found such vandalism as we have never heard 
of elsewhere, the piazza posts were chopped into with an axe, 
the sheathing over head was torn off in several places and skunks 
grease daubed on seats, desks and water pail, the damage was 
considerable, and had there been any positive evidence as to the 
miscreants the Board would have felt it their duty to prosecute, 
as it was we could only warn those we believed concerned in the 
matter. 

There have been no expulsions from school this last year and 
little corporal punishment, the general average of deportment bas 
been very satisfactory. 

At the Kezer Seminary, school has been maintained thirty 
weeks under the supervision of Miss Ilsa P Kimball. Miss 
Kimball was formerly a teacher in this district in the employ of 
a former board of this district and we believe her a very able 
teacher, and believe she has done well by those intrusted to her 
for instruction. Miss Kimball has had nearly five years experi- 
ence as a teacher and isa graduate of the Normal School at 
Plymouth. 

The average of attendance at Kezer Seminary was 89, a very 
good average, and 12 children are reported not absent or tardy. 
Fourteen scholars have been accommodated at Kezer Seminary 
the past year and the rate of tuition is 30 cents per scholar per 
week, or about one-third the cost per 10 scholars of our district, 
and for less than 10 scholars, of course the rate increases. ‘The 
accommodations and equipment at Kezer Seminary are consider- 
ably better than we are able to afford for the district schools and 
we heartily recommend the Kezer Seminary as an up-to-date 
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school, and believe the district would be unwise and ill-advised 
to make any change in that section of the school district. The 
number of visitors at Kezer Seminary including visits by mem- 
bers of the local board during the past year was an even 100 
showing considerable interest is taken in the school and its 
work. 

We believe the same amount asked for last year of the select- 
men will be sufficient for this year and said sum will be stated. in 
detail in another section of this report. 

All of this report is herewith very respectively submitted by 
The Board of Education for the School District of Canter- 
bury.
